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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Applicant's 
representative agreed to the amendment set forth in Examiner's Amendment including deleting the term "preferably" 
from the claims; limiting the claims to the elected species, that is, Y and X to S02 with Z and G as halogen; deleting 
m>1 in claims 1 and 16 as redundant; and canceling claims 7, 14, 15 and 22-27 as duplicative upon limiting the claims 
to the elected species.
